ADDRESS OF THE PRESIDENT 


AT THE ANNUAL MEETING? MAM ce ercio.5e 





MEMBERS AND FRIENDS of the Women’s Educational and 
Industrial Union: Any among you not yet filled with enthu- 
siasm for our work should come to the rooms, and witness 
for yourselves the various needs presented and the assistance 
rendered. You would hear all kinds of questions. Can you 
aid me in finding such and such a person, or institution, or 
railway station, or suburb? Recommend a good boarding- 
house, boarding-school, day-school? Tell me how to get private 
instruction in the common branches, in the higher branches? 
Or how to obtain information about bee culture, silk culture, 
wood carving? On Wednesday afternoon you might listen 
to the tales of women seeking legal redress for dues with- 
held, and in the evening to something good in the way of a 
free entertainment. Twice a week you would hear some 
woman physician giving instruction in hygiene and physiol- 
ogy. In the back parlor, which is a free reading-room, you 
would see readers occupied with our books and papers. In 
the front parlor you. would find acquaintances chatting, or 
welcoming to their number strangers from a distance, from 
the far West, the far South, and across the sea. Often you 
would meet large gatherings of women listening to papers 
on art, literature, labor problems, social problems, educa- 
tional problems, and discussing the same, and at the close of 
the Sunday meetings you might hear expressions of gratitude 
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for help received from the address and the talk which follows. 
At almost any hour you would find one room occupied by 
classes, literary or industrial. Below stairs you would find 
our counters crowded with buyers; and on Thursdays throngs 
of consignors bringing goods or receiving money for goods 
sold. In the employment department you would hear some 
of our people conversing in a friendly way with women in 
need of situations. 

And now I want to call your attention to the fundamental 
nature of all this helpfulness. Wise thinkers are of the opin- 
ion that for removing the ills of humanity, root-work is more 
effective than surface work. Surface work has three aims— 
to alleviate, to reform, to suppress. Its methods are chari- 
ties, reformatory crusades, and penal enactments. It attacks 
the outward results of inward evil conditions; strikes at 
whatever comes in sight, somewhat on the Donnybrook fight- 
ing principle—wherever you see a head, hit it. This outside 
kind of work is better than none. The mistake lies in 
regarding it as the ultimatum rather than as a temporary 
resort to serve only during the establishment of the real 
thing. It is an act of kindness to provide the impoverished 
sick with beds and attendance in hospitals, but it is kinder 
and thriftier to prevent the need of beds and attendance. 
Sickness and pauperism are the results of ignorance or sin 
in some quarter, and such conditions remaining, we may go 
on enlarging our hospitals to the end of time, with corre- 
sponding increase of need. The same is true of all allevia- 
tive expedients, as well as of reformatory and penal. The 
evils contended with—pauperism, drunkenness, vice, crime 
—do not exist of themselves. They are simply the inward 
conditions becoming apparent in conduct. ‘These conditions 
are ignorance, selfishness, undeveloped faculties, false rating 
of values, lack of self-respect and self-restraint. The effect- 
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ive work is to change such conditions by a kind of education 
that shall develop the highest and best, thus enabling the 
individual to stand upright of himself, instead of being held 
in position by charities, reforms or penalties. 

We need not attack the bad at all. Development of the 
highest and best will crowd out the low and bad. The time 
for such development is at the easily impressible period of 
life, and the place is the home, zf the home-maker, woman, 
be equal to the situation. It is not ignoring the very great 
responsibilities in this matter of the other sex to say that 
ours has the more abiding opportunities. The competent 
woman will use these in securing in her children just the 
opposites of the aforesaid conditions. She will instil true 
ideas of money-worth and character-worth; will let no stigma 
rest upon labor; will foster the spirit of benevolence, self- 
restraint, self-respect, self-dependence. Herself on a high 
plane, she will set up high standards, stimulate the intel- 
lect, kindle enthusiasm, arouse energies, make frivolity 
contemptible, dishonor despicable, and the conduct of life in 
the home will be such that truth, purity, love, devotion to 
principle shall be breathed in from the home atmosphere, 
and made a part of the child’s very self. 

Think of what even a few house-mothers might thus 
accomplish, and then extend your thought to a city full, a 
whole country full, all helping to establish such inward con- 
ditions as must show forth in noble living. And women 
have by nature every requisite for this; have intelligence, 
sagacity, energy, insight, persistence, skill in adapting means 
to ends. Still, not many are equal to the situation, and the 
reason is that a large part of all this—woman force, shall I 
call it?—is running to waste, and to worse than waste. 
What should be helping is hindering; is spending itself in 
frivolous pursuits, unworthy aims, fashion-following; in 
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efforts at gentility and maintenance of style; in light read- 
ing; in devising elaborate apparel; in putting millions of 
stitches into tasteless ornamentation, decorating brush- 
brooms, accumulating tidies, and making crazy quilts of 999 
or 9999 fragments. Would women devote their intelligence, 
sagacity, etc., to devising means for this wise development 
of character, then might we look for the elevation of the 
people. 

But for the demands of such a work, women need the 
development of their own highest and best. And it is in 
this very direction of the advancement of women that our 
institution is working. Let no one think it a matter of 
favoring women alone. Men stand equally affected, not 
only on account of the influence of woman on character in 
its beginnings, but because, in a general sense, the standard 
of woman in the community affects that of man. Ennobled 
womanhood will make high demands, and manhood will rise 
to meet them. For woman will not be content with inferior- 
ity in man, as man has been content, and pleased, with infe- 
riority In woman. 

My object in this course of thought is partly to show the 
value of our Boston institution, and partly to suggest that 
women everywhere undertake a similar work—a work needed 
alike among the rich and the poor. Even in small neighbor- 
hoods there can be weekly gatherings for an intellectual 
awakening and the consideration of vital questions. With 
some the home life is unprofitable, with others it is repress- 
ing, with still others it is a weary treadmill of labors never 
accomplished. Their cares perplex. Duties multiply and 
crowd and press until every nerve quivers with the tension. 
Bring these women and others together in your unions or 
clubs, and for a time, at least, their higher faculties are 


called into exercise. Ideas are exchanged, contact of mind 
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with mind, stimulates mental activity. Thought takes a 
wider and wider range; the heart is stirred with nobler 
impulses; wisdom is gained. All this is so much toward 
our fundamental work, for everything that helps to elevate, 
helps to fit for the position of controlling those motive 
forces of the world—character forces. The time will come 
when this matter of root-work will be regarded in its true 
light. Character forces have yet to be evolved, and 
brought to serve the higher interests of humanity, just as 
the more material forces have been evolved,and brought to 
serve its more material interests. In the school and in the 
home this work will be paramount. Methods will be 
thought out now unknown to even the most intelligent. 
Methods will be rejected now used by the most intelligent. 
But the time is not yet. First must come a general awaken- 
ing to the subject. There must be councils held; a deal of 
thinking must be done; public opinion enlightened ; wisdom 
gained. Humanity can raise itself only by the exercise of 
its own highest. Every centre of enlightenment helps. 

Let us, then, my friends, consecrate ourselves anew to this 
work of ours; a work for the elevation of the people through 
what may truly be called a higher education of women.

On account of the illness of the Secretary the regular 
report has not been made. In its place we give a simple 
statement of some of the most important work which has 
come under the especial supervision of the Board during the 
year. 

At the first meeting of the Directors in May, after 
appointing the extra Vice-Presidents, the Befriending Com- 
mittee was organized, its object being to befriend all women 
needing counsel, defence or succor. 

An entertainment to raise funds for the Union was pro- 
posed in May, and after much discussion was postponed to 
the next winter. In June the Board accepted the hospitable 
invitation of Mr. and Mrs. S. E. Sewall, who offered their 
spacious grounds at Melrose for a lawn party.‘ A special 
committee was appointed, with Mrs. S. T. Hooper, as chair- 
man, to superintend the arrangements for the 17th of June. 
The weather being delightful, a most enjoyable picnic was 
held. Speeches were made by Mrs. Mary A. Livermore, 
Miss Mary F. Eastman, Mr. H. B. Blackwell, Mr. Theodore 
Weld, and others. Mrs. Flora Barry, with her usual gener- 


ous consideration, contributed several songs, and the band 


furnished agreeable music. The occasion was one of great 


enjoyment to all, and over three hundred dollars were added 
to the treasury. The Board of Directors would express their 
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thanks to those who so liberally contributed towards making 
the party a great success. 

In September, Mrs. Worth, who had been unwearying 
in her labors on the Employment Bureau, tendered her resig- 
nation, and Mrs. Marshall was appointed to take her place. 
We were also obliged to accept the resignation of our 
valued Superintendent, Miss Georgiana Davis, who had 
served us for years most faithfully, but on account of a fam- 
ily affliction was obliged to withdraw. We were fortunate 
in engaging the efficient services of Mrs. Corra Osborn, a 
member of the Board of Directors, and the vacancy thus 
made on the Board was filled by Mrs. Caroline Tuck. 

In December the motion to give an entertainment for the 
purpose of raising more funds for the Union was again con- 
sidered, and a general meeting of the members was called 
on January 3d: After some discussion, it was decided to 
have a Dickens’ Carnival in Mechanics’ Hall, and the Presi- 
dent appointed Mrs. Micah Dyer, Jr., Mrs. Thomas Mack, 
Mrs. B. F. Pitman, Mrs. Caroline L. Woodward, Mrs. 
Edward Haseltine, Mr. Thomas Mack, Mr. B. F. Pitman, 
and Mr. Micah Dyer, Jr., as an executive committee, with 
power to add to their numbers, and appoint such sub-com- 
mittees as would be needed, these appointments to be subject 
to the ratification of the Board. This committee increased 
their number by adding Mr. Howard Ticknor, Mr. Arthur 
Pickering, Miss Tinker, Mrs. L. P. Thomson, Mrs. Tolman 
Willey, and Miss M. Chamberlin. Mrs. Micah Dyer, Jr., 
was chosen chairman; Mrs. E. Haseltine, secretary; and Mr. 
Micah Dyer, Jr.,and Mrs. Tolman Willey, treasurers. They 
also formed a general committee of over one hundred mem- 
bers to plan and execute the detail work, and twenty-two sub- 
committees were chosen from the general committee. The 
committee was happy in securing the services of Mr. 
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John H. Sturgis as chief marshal, and Mr. Lowell T. Field 
as floor manager, both of whom brought their many aids to 
our assistance. 

The music was a most agreeable part of the programme. 
The “Carnival March,” composed by Mr. J. T. Baldwin for 
this occasion, and dedicated to the Women’s Educational 
and Industrial Union, was given in a spirited manner, while 
Mrs. Flora Barry’s fine rendering of the song, “The Ivy 
Green,” was heartily appreciated by the audience. From 
the report of the chairman, Mrs. Dyer, whose remarkable 
executive ability was shown in carrying on this work, we 
quote the following sentences : 

“The dramatic entertainment was the great feature of the 
event. Mrs. Woodward and Mrs. Pitman were the original 
committee, but afterwards Mr. Pitman was chosen chairman, 
and Mr. Dorsey, Mr. Dugan, Mr. Deland, Mr. D. C. French, 
Mrs. M. Porter, Mrs. Thomas Newell, and Mrs. Bullard 
were added to the number, and all may well be proud of the 
success and applause gained. We wish we could speak of 
every one who took part, we are so conscious of their ability.” 

“Gad’s Hill Garden, under the management of Mrs. E. 
F, Pratt, was perfect in all its arangements, as was also the 
gypsy camp under Mrs. G. F. Sanderson’s supervision.” 

“The ‘Souvenir,’ so finely illustrated by Mr. Zerrahn, and 
ably edited by Miss Helen M. Reed, was planned by Mrs. 
Woodward, and has given pleasure to hundreds who could 
not be present. It has netted to the Union nearly five hun- 
dred dollars from its ready sale. The supper committee were 
untiring in their endeavors, and the soliciting committee left 
them no lack of supplies. In the competent hands of Mr. 
Amos and Mrs. Maria Turner, who generously gave us their 
services, it can well be denominated ‘a perfect success.’” 

“The result of the efforts of the working committee is best 
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shown by the sum paid over by Mr. Dyer, treasurer of our 
committee, to Mrs. Willey, treasurer of the Union— 
$6,174.01.” 

It was much to be regretted that any one who held tickets 
was obliged to go away without entering, on account of the 
crowd, and upon receipt of the report of the Executive Com- 
mittee a motion was passed by the Board, and published in 
nine of the daily papers, “that the money should be refunded 
to all ticket-holders who could not gain admittance to the 
Dickens’ Carnival, and that the Treasurer of the Union 
should be at the rooms of the Union on Friday, March 2oth, 
to honor such demands on presentation of tickets.” Nine- 
teen dollars were returned, and the amount left in the treas- 
ury, after all expenses were met, was $6,130.01. 

Too much cannot be said in praise of all who took part in 
the Carnival, and the Board would again take opportunity to 
express its appreciation and thanks to the chairmen and 
members of the various commitiees who were so untiring in 
their efforts, and to all others who gave their valuable aid, 
and thus brought so large an increase to the funds of the 
treasury. 

In March the secretary, Mrs. Whidden, was taken ill, and 
Miss Lucia Peabody was chosen secretary pro tem. 

On the last regular meeting of the Board before the annual 
meeting, it was proposed that article third of the Constitution 
upon “Officers should be changed to read “ Vice-Presi- 
dents and ¢wo Secretaries.’”’ Several minor amendments were 
also proposed, all to be acted upon at the annual meeting. 

We have noticed with special interest that the principles 
of the institution are spreading and taking deeper root. 
Visitors from all parts of our country and from Europe come 
to the rooms; some for information concerning the facilities 
and opportunities which the city affords; others to ask for 
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help, advice and protection, and never fail to express their 
satisfaction that they have found sucha bond of union among 
strangers and in a foreign city. 

It would not be just to close this report without speaking 
of the satisfaction felt by the Board in the increasing growth 
of the Union in all directions. It is more and more a mat- 
ter of congratulation that so many women are willing to con- 
tribute of their time and ability to advance the work, and 
our gratitude goes out to all committees, donors and contrib- 
utors who, by their help in various directions, are bidding us 
Godspeed. j

ANNUAL REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SOCIAL 
AFFAIRS. 


THE report of the Committee on Social Affairs comprises 
an account of the work of its five sub-committees, which 
includes a general oversight of the reception and reading 
room. 

The chairman of the Reception Committee reports fifteen 
members serving regularly through the year, besides several 
others who have given us service at different times. Your 
chairman desires especially to emphasize the good work of 
this committee, as each and all are coming more and more 
to realize that the lady who occupies the chair at the recep- 
tion desk does for the time represent the Union. The daily 
average of visitors to reception and reading room, during 
the year, has been 77 85-100, showing a large increase, as 
the daily average for the three preceding years has been 
42, 52 and 53 respectively. 

The Committee on “ Agency of Direction” simply reports 
progress. The work being so well arranged the year previ- 
ous, there have been no changes needed, so that while the 
committee is at work in many directions, there is nothing 
definite to report, except that we have entered in our registry 
for board 162 places for city board, and 65 places for board 
in the country and at the seashore. 
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Miss E. W. Leavitt, chairman of the Library Committee, 
reports donations of books during the year from Houghton, 
Mifflin & Co., Roberts Brothers, Webster Historical Society, 
Library in Boylston Place, Rev. E. E. Hale, Mrs. James T. 
Field, Mrs. S. M. Horton, Miss M. Chamberlin, Mrs. Caro- 
line Tuck, Miss E. W. Leavitt, and others; papers and mag- 
azines from Mr. Wm. L. Garrison. There are now 810 
volumes in the library. The better class of weeklies and 
some of the monthlies are regularly forwarded to hospitals 
for their use. 


Mrs. M. E. Merritt, chairman of the Committee on “ Visit- 
ing the Sick,” reports 382 visits made, 76 bundles of papers 
and magazines distributed, and 37 donations of food, cloth- 
ing and flowers, from friends known and unknown, received 
and given away. Itisthe privilege of this committee to min- 
ister to the physical and the spiritual needs of the sick and 
the suffering. The report of such work cannot be enlarged 
upon, as the details in cases where they have rendered the 
greatest service must be considered sacred. The committee 
have visited in families and in hospitals, and acknowledge, 


with gratitude, the sympathy and hearty co-operation met 
with everywhere. 


The Entertainment Committee reports that since Nov. 19, 
1884, there have been held 23 entertainments, which have 
been free to all; there have been 16 of a miscellaneous 
character, 4 lectures and 3 concerts. The average attend- 
ance has not been as large as could be desired, when we 
take into account the amount of labor necessary to arrange 
for them; yet we realize that they do furnish recreation to 
some, at least, who have very little elsewhere, and the com- 


mittee hereby tender their sincere thanks to all who have 
kindly assisted them.

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REPORT OF HYGIENE COMMITTEE. 





THE Hygiene Committee has provided two talks, weekly, 
on subjects of practical interest, “Foods,” “ Digestion,”

to have one hour, from 11 to 12 a. M., and one from 
7 to 8 Pp. M., to accommodate those who might wish to attend 
these lectures. The course opened the first of December, 
and continued until April rst, including thirty-four “talks.” 
Nearly all of the speakers have been physicians in active 
practice. The various speakers have responded heartily to 
the call to aid in this good work, and much interest has been 
manifested by the audiences. 

The committee divided the work among the several mem- 
bers, and each has labored earnestly to make this depart- 
ment a success. The efficient help of her associates on the 
committee greatly aided the chairman in her work, and to 
them should be accorded an equal share of credit for what

REPORT OF LECTURE AND CLASS COMMITTEE. 


Our regular class-work began early in November. From 
that time, until now, we have offered forty-three classes in 
the following branches of study: Advanced French, 2; 
Elementary French, 2;, Advanced German, 3; Elementary 


German, 2; Elocution, 4; Stenography, 4; Book-keeping, Oil 4 


Painting, 5; Kensington Painting, 6; Industrial Drawing, 1; 
Drawing and Designing, 2; Water-color Painting, 1; Pen- 
manship, 1; Embroidery, 2; Millinery, 1; Dress-making, 2 ; 
Sewing and Button-holes, 2; Music, 1; Sketching, 1. In 
order to accommodate those who were occupied during the 
day, seven of these have been evening classes; five were 
practically free to members of the Union; and four were put 
at $1 per term, thus placing the best instruction within the 
reach of all who desired it. 

More than half our classes were under the same earnest 
and efficient teachers as were those of last year. For the 
others, we were fortunate in securing excellent instruction. 
To all our teachers our thanks are given, especially to those 
who have rendered gratuitous service one or more terms. 

We are painfully aware of the inadequacy of this bare out-- 
_line to give you any conception of what has really been 

accomplished by all the systematic, persistent, painstaking 
work which is included within it, and therefore fear that this 
report will fail to interest and stimulate you (as I should be 


so glad to do) to aid in enlarging the usefulness of this im- |

portant department of the Educational and Industrial Union. | 


In the early part of the season your committee were so ) 


constantly occupied, organizing and looking after classes, 
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that they deferred the other department of their work—lec- 
tures—until the last of the season. This we did with Jess 
reluctance, as any deficiencies in this direction were admira- 
bly supplied by our excellent “Coterie,” and Wednesday 
evening entertainments. 

Early in March we arranged for a course of six lectures, 
which we are happy to know have interested and instructed 
the attentive audiences who, on Thursday afternoon, have 


_ filled our parlors, sometimes to overflowing. 


The first lecture was given March s, by Mr. C. W. Ernst, 
on “English Rhetoric.” All who have had the pleasure of 
listening to Mr. Ernst’s rhetoric, and know how clear, forci- 
ble and stimulating it is, will sympathize in our enjoyment 
and desire to avail ourselves of every opportunity to be 
instructed by it. (Judging from this address, Mr. Ernst 
considers that “‘ English Grammer” is in good part an unex- 
plored field, in which great discoveries are yet to be made.) 

March 12 Miss Horatio Ware gave a very interesting 
paper on the ‘Famous Women Series,” which was followed 
by a spirited and earnest discussion of the works and lives 
of some of the “Famous Women” Miss Ware had so 
graphically brought before us, especially George Eliot. 

March 19 Mr. Francis H. Underwood gave a very 
thoughtful and philosophical lecture, entitled the “ Work- 
man in Utopia.” It was a strong plea for deeper considera- 
tion of the vital interests of mankind, for co-operation in the: 
work of the world, for a truer recognition of the solidarity of 
humanity, as his philosophy was founded on the great com- 
mand, “Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself.” It led us 


‘up, through sympathy and aspiration, to a glimpse of the

This time his theme was “English 
Metaphysics,” which he treated in a remarkably lucid and | 
vigorous manner, clearing away much of the hazy indefinite- ~ 
ness which characterizes so much of the talk on this subject. © 
April 16 the closing lecture of our brief course was given — 
by Miss Augusta Mayo, on Bryant as a distinctively Ameri- — 
can poet, in an interesting account of his noble life and © 
poems, which she illustrated with rare taste and skill. Her — 
fine rendering of many of the poems, bringing out all their © 
powers and beauty seemed, through her keen appreciation of — 
them, to give them an added lustre. 
Thus, dear friends of the Union, we bring to you a few of | 
the sheaves we have gathered, as samples of the seed we _ 
have tried to sow in your fruitful field, with the hope that the © 
seed may spring up and bear much fruit in other years, in © 
brighter, truer, more helpful lives.

REPORT OF THE ART AND LITERATURE 
COMMITTEE. 


It sEEMS a part of our duty, as a committee, to provide 
opportunity for the distribution of ideas, the. exchange of 
thought, and the enjoyment of social life. 

At our first meeting in the autumn, we gave “ Reminis- 
cences of the Summer,” and from the description of a thun- 
derstorm on Mt. Washington, to a season spent in Florida 
among orange groves raised and owned by women, all were 
interesting. 

“Employments for Women,” with seven different speak- 
ers, engaged our attention at the second meeting. Proof- 
reading, silk culture, stenography, designing, floriculture, 
journalism, and dentistry, were all ably considered and dis- 
cussed. The many questions which followed this meeting, 
both in person and by letter, proved that this was a topic 
which we, as a Union, should oftener consider. Let us 
remember that the art of true living should so occupy our 
attention, that while poor, weary women, with loved ones to 
support, are toiling at prices that would amaze the public, 
we should bestir ourselves to ameliorate their condition Dy 
encouraging new industries. 

Mr. C. W. Ernst spoke at our next meeting on “Good 
English.” He urged most earnestly a more thorough study 
of our own language; and while he deplored our lack of

good dictionaries, thought our language had great possibili- 
ties, being yet in its infancy. He recommended for our 
perusal the doings of the London Philological Society. 

At another meeting Miss Mary Wadsworth entertained 
us with a sketch of the life and writings of Thackeray, recit- 
ing many choice extracts. She considered his style and 
rank to be that of an artist. 

In January, Miss Frances Meeker read to us an unpub- 
lished essay, by the late Henry James, on “Woman.” The 
subject was presented on its spiritual side, maintaining the 
broadest and amplest recognition of woman’s life. 

An afternoon with ‘Michael Angelo,” by Mrs. E. D. 
Cheney, with pictures, verse, and explanation, can no more 
be reported than can the one which followed on ‘“ Mozart,” 
which was arranged by Mrs. Edward Haseltine. With the 


assistance of artists and friends, she presented a life sketch, _ 


the “story of the Requiem,” poems, and vocal and instru- 
mental music. 

Next we listened to Hon. Mellen Chamberlin, who dis- 
coursed to us on “The Critical Faculty in Art,” speaking 
of its representations in color, sound, form, language, etc. 

Mrs. J. R. Anagnos, in considering the subject of “ Influ- 
ence,” reminded us of the difference of effect between the 
sweet, positive, harmonious influence, and the discordant 
negative. 

“Music,” was the sacred theme of Rev. Wm. R. Alger, 
who thrilled and inspired his audience, taking them above 
and out of the thraldom of every-day life. He brought 
music out of the very rocks and trees, took us from peak to 
peak, till on the heights, the clouds were lifted, and we could 
see the great meaning and purpose of God, in this voice of 
music, with its varied and manifold meanings. 

Robert Browning was the author considered by Rev. Geo. 
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Willis Cooke, who spoke of the careful elaborations from 
the philosophic mind, of this, as yet, unappreciated author. 

Rev. E. E. Hale, at our next meeting, read one of his 
charming stories, “The Modern Psyche;” moral thereto: 
“Don’t be suspicious.” 

“Woman’s Work for the Millennium,” came next, ably pre- 
sented by our president, Mrs. Diaz, who exhorted all women 
to enrich their lives by entering into the realities, and leaving 
out the frivolities. 

At our last meeting Rev. L. G. Ware, of Vermont, in a 
most scholarly essay, paid a refined, loving tribute, to the 
king of Italian letters, “ Dante,” who lived and wrote not for 
an age, but for all time. And as Homer was the gigantic 
genius of Greece, so was Dante that of Italy. 

These essays were followed by discussion, and once a 
month we have remained after the essays to enjoy a social 
evening together. An efficient committee provided supper, 
and friends have given of their best in poem and song; 
tender hearts have prompted the supply, at times, of a wealth 
of flowers, till the sweetness of the outer atmosphere aided, 
it seemed, in the better understanding of the fine thoughts 
lovingly given from one to another. Representative women, 
from far and near, have, from time to time, cheered us with 
their presence. 

We miss the cordial presence of Dr. Safford, who formerly 
presided over these meetings, she having taken up her winter 
abode in the sunny South. 

So close the Coteries of this season. And judging from 
messages received from many members, we feel that these 
meetings have borne good fruit in stimulating women to a 
higher endeavor, and a deeper life.

REPORT OF PROTECTIVE COMMITTEE. 


Tue work of the Protective Committee may be considered 
as divided into three classes. 

The first division includes those cases which are settled 
by the committee itself. The second is composed of cases 
which our attorney, Walter Willey, Esq., investigates and 
finds worthless. The third consists of the cases which, 
examined by Mr. Willey, present either good cause for pros- 
ecution in the courts, or for reasonable settlement privately, 
and which are then managed by the various attorneys. 

The second class, the worthless cases, outnumber the oth- 
ers. Whether this is owing to the times, which is an ever- 
responsible agent for good or bad results, or whether it is 
due to our increasing reputation, it is difficult to decide. 
Certainly the modern tendency of centralization in business, 
makes it difficult for employers with no capital behind them, 
to maintain themselves in comparison with wealthy firms, 
and consequently these smaller employers find themselves 
often unable to pay those who work for them. The number 
of such impecunious proprietors is constantly growing; they 
are the ones who knowingly or reluctantly defraud their 
employees. Whether boarding-house or shopkeepers, they 
are worthless as regards payment. They never have any 
assets to be examined. 


On the other hand, we have frequent proof that some 
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delinquent employer is goaded by the threat from one to 
whom the wages are due, that the matter will be taken to 
the Protective Committee. One such successful case in 
court actsas a preventive of ten cases where payment, would 
be slow and tortuous, if made at all. 

The ladies who hear the cases, Mrs. Sewall and Mrs. 
Willey, are able themselves to dispose of at least half the 
number that are brought. Their legal acumen keeps pace 
with their persistency in regard to their delinquent. 

Our attorneys, Walter Willey, Esq., W. R. Richards, Esq., 
N. W. Ladd, Esg., and F. A. Farnham, Esq., have been as kind 
and faithful, as wise and successful as ever. The verdict 
rendered in every case brought into court this year has been 
in favor of the plaintiff. 

Miss I. O. Temple, the secretary, has kept the record of 
all our meetings, and they are not few. She also assisted in 
reducing into more compact shape, the vazious rules which 
your committee have adopted from time to time, for their 
own guidance. 

We are puzzled to know what is our duty in two respects: 

1. Shall we publish the names of the defendants? Shall 


_we say that we have several claims against a special dress- 


maker, that she has made over all her properties into invisi- 
ble hands,—that she engages one girl after another who work 
for her on hope from week to week, till finally when some 
$0 or $60 is due her, she appeals tous? Shall we tell her 
name? We may; it stands at least on our books, for have 
we not a trust to fulfil towards the community? 

2. What shall we do about “bogus” advertisements for 
workers? About fair words that good sewers, writers, 
adepts in fancy work, agents, can, on application to such 
and such parties, make from $5 to ¢1o a week? Nearly all 
such notices are frauds. The firm gets the girl’s labor for 
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nothing for so many weeks. She may have learned but one, 
instead of the many things she expected to acquire; she has 
worked hard, earned nothing, not even skill, for no real 
teaching has been given her. After thirty days she may 
know how to cut the inner side of a sleeve, instead of the 
whole dress which it was promised she should know how to 
fit. Every girl should beware of such tempting offers; they 
mean impoverishment of heart, and health, and purse. No 
legal action can we take against such parties, we can only 
warn others concerning them. 

As illustrations of what we have actually accomplished, 
not of what we have done, for hours and hours have been 
spent conscientiously, but fruitlessly, in following up worth- 
less cases, are the following instances : 

A landlady claimed $66 from Mrs. for rent due her. 
The husband of Mrs. was supposed to be out of the city, 
so his delay in providing his wife with the money for their 
rent pardoned. Accidentally, one day, the landlady met him 
in the street. Of course he disappeared, but he was found 
again and the money paid. Another woman had been but a 
week in the rooms which she had hired, when the owner or- 
dered her away. While she was out searching for a home else- 
where, her furniture was taken from the house, the landlord 
refused to restore it unless she paid the $9 which had been ex- 
pended in carting and storing it to suit himself. It was acase 
of such palpable injustice that attorney Richards obtained a 
replevin bond for her, took the case into court, and the judge 
rendered judgment in favor of the plaintiff. A poor German 
woman, on receipt of some law papers from home, came to 
us in despair. Mrs. Sewell explained their meaning and fin- 
ished the business in connection with the German consul, 
who kindly aided her. People come for advice in regard to 
some point of law, investment in some, so called, Benefit 
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Association, concerning some registered letter, transmitting 
money, etc., etc. All such information is given just so far 
as we are able. In a lawsuit, though judgment was pro- 
nounced in our favor, the amount of $100 was only 
recovered after time and trouble. One man refused to pay 
his servant who did the housework for himself and his wife, 
on the ground that the agreement was made by the wife 
alone. A young girl was engaged by a man dress-maker to 
work for him on the promise of full instruction from him in 
cutting.’ Having sewed for him for a long time and learnt 
nothing, she demanded payment or instruction. As neither 
was given, our attorney took the case into court, and the 
judge ordered that the payment should be made. Among 
the cases now pending, is one claim for $66, and another of 
$9 for dressmaking; of $14 for making button-holes; of $26 
for housework; of $5.25 for laundry work; of $10.45 for 
housework; etc., etc. Generally the defendants ask for 
time and seem inclined to keep their word, but with the 
lapse of time they have a way of growing indifferent. The 
largest sum that we have recovered is $300; the smallest, $r. 

In all these cases, as in every other, we try to exercise 
judgment, and show sympathy on the side to which it right- 
fully belongs. Plaintiffs are consequently sometimes dis- 
missed, because their claims are unjust. Thus we endeavor 
to do the work you have assigned us.

REPORT OF THE BEFRIENDING COMMITTEE. 


THE Befriending Committee of this Union was formed 
last year in the hope of aiding women, as individuals, in 
their various needs. 

As an introduction to this work, thousands of circulars 
were distributed, to as many women, inviting them to our 
rooms, and the benefits afforded by the Institution, beside 
the sympathy, counsel, and aid of this Committee which 
would be readily given. 

The following cases illustrate the character of our work :— 

A young woman came to us from another state with- 
out credentials or money, with a story of wrong, and expec- 
tation that some of our institutions would support her for a 
time. She was, with difficulty, persuaded to return home. 

Late one winter’s afternoon, a policeman brought and left, 
with a kind “ You will take care of her, won’t you?” a poor 
old woman, in an enfeebled mental condition, through family 
trials and neglect, whom he had found bewildered on a street 
corner. It was for us to inquire into her case. We found a 
lady had, in pity, kept her from want. 

A reply to a letter asking advice as to a change in busi- 
ness occupation, though given with little faith as to its 
value, was acknowledged with this closing sentence, “I 
must tell you how very, very comforting it was to receive 
such proof of unbounded sympathy from a woman and a 
stranger.” 

When loans of money are asked of us, but one answer 
can be given, “We have no fund for this.” In other applica- 
tions our aim is to help by the best methods that a kind 
heart and discriminating judgment may suggest.

REPORT OF EMPLOYMENT COMMITTEE. 





THE Employment Bureau was reorganized during the 
autumn of 1884, when it was deemed advisable to have the 
work carried on under the care of a committee. This com- 
mittee was formed in January, 1885, and consists of five 
ladies, one of whom is in daily attendance at the rooms of 
the Union from 10.30 A. M. to 12 M., besides which Mrs. 
Marshall has charge of the books and the work of receiving 
employers and employees, and filling the situations. 

The work done the past year is as follows: Number of 
applications of employers, 696; number of applications of 
employees, 1,685; number of places filled, 500; money 
received as donations, $112.48; membership through Em- 
ployment Bureau, 46. 

One branch of our work is the examination of advertise- 
ments coming to our notice which we suspect to be fraudulent. 
After examination, those circulars which we consider catch- 
penny or fraudulent, are placed in a book kept for this pur- 
pose, which is open to the inspection of all who are inter- 
ested. All letters asking about these advertisements are 
answered by some member of our committee. A book has 
also been opened in which are placed short notices of the 
different employments suitable for women. 

The work of the Employment Bureau steadily increases 
from month to month, but our greatest need is to have the 
work better known to the public. ‘The list of those desiring 
service far outnumbers that of the employers, and it is a daily 
regret to the committee that every month scores of women 
who would willingly work, must be denied our assistance, 
simply because we have no situations in which to place them.

ARTICLE A: 


TITLE. 


THIS association shall be called the WoMEN’s EDUCATIONAL AND 
.INDUSTRIAL UNION. 


RTC tl, 


OBJECT. 


Its purpose is to increase fellowship among women, in order to pro- 
mote the best practical methods for securing their educational, industrial 
and social advancement. 


JN AUIKCHEL SAU OE: 


OFFICERS. 


The business of the Union shall be conducted by a Board of Directors, 
consisting of a President, Vice-Presidents, a Recording and a Correspond- 
ing Secretary, Treasurer, and four additional members, all of whom shall 
be nominated by a committee appointed by the President, with advice of 
the Board, one month before the annual meeting, and elected by ballot 
from members of the Union. There shall also be a clerk chosen at the 
annual meeting. They shall hold their offices for one year, or until others 
are elected in their places, and shall have power to fill any vacancies that 
may occur during the year; also toappoint such other officers and com- 
mittees, from among the members of the Union, as they may deem expe- 
dient. 

Five members of the Board shall constitute a quorum. 


The officers chosen before the first Tuesday of May, 1880, shall con- 
tinue in office till other officers are chosen in their places. 
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ARTICEE, EV: 


MEMBERSHIP. 


Any woman can become a member of the Union upon subscribing to 
the Constitution, and paying an annual assessment of $1; and the pay- 
ment of $25 shall constitute Life Membership. Upon the payment an- 
nually of $5 or more, any person may become a Subscription Member. 


ARTICLE V. 


THE FINANCIAL YEAR AND DUES. 


The financial year of the Union shall close on the first Tuesday of 
May, before or at which time memberships must be renewed. 


ARTIGEF Vie 


VOTING. 


All members shall be entitled to vote at the annual election of officers, 
which shall occur on the first Tuesday of May, a majority of the mem- 
bers present constituting a quorum for the transaction of business. 


ARTICLE VII. 


PERMANENT FUND. 


The Board of Directors may transfer such of the funds of the society 
as they may think best to a Permanent Fund; may appoint five trustees 
to control such fund, and shall at the time of said appointment determine 
the character of the trust by an instrument in writing. Vacancies oc- 
curring at any time hereafter in the number of said trustees shall be filled 
by the remaining members, subject to the approval of the Board of 


Directors for the time being. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


AMENDMENTS. 


These articles may be amended at any regular meeting of the Union, 
by a two-thirds vote of the members present, provided formal notice of 
the desired change has been givento. the Board at a previous regular 


meeting of the Board. 


BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE I. 


DEPARTMENT OF WORK. 


SECTION I. The various departments of work of the Union shall be 
in charge of committees appointed by the President, with advice of the 
Board. 

SECT. 2. These departments shall consist of a Registry for the higher 
employments of women, an Agency of Direction to strangers visiting the 
city, a Library and a Reading-room. 


SECT. 3. New departments may be organized fron time to time, as 
deemed favorable to the aims of the Union. 


ARTICLE. IT. 
MEETINGS. 

SECTION 1. Regular meetings of the Board of Directors shall be held 
on the first and third Tuesdays of every month, from October to May; 
and from May to October shall be called at the discretion of the Presi- 
dent. 

SECT. 2. Committee meetings shall be called at least once each 
mont h by the Chairman of the committee, and a majority of the mem- 
bers shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

SEcT. 3. All new measures proposed in committee meetings, which 
may tend to vary in any way the existing action of the departments of 


the Union, shall be submitted for discussion and decision to the Board 
of Directors. 


ARTICLE: IIL 


DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 


It shall be the duty of the President to preside at all regular meetings 
of the Union, to maintain a general oversight and direction of the several 


in eee 
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departments of the Union’s work, with liberty to appoint, with advice of 
the Board, special committees for the conduct of matters which may 
arise outside the province of the standing committees. 


ARTICLE IV. 


TREASURER. 


The Treasurer shall collect, receive, and have charge of the funds of 
the Union, and make disbursements of the same under the direction of a 
majority of the Finance Committee present at its regular meeting. This 
officer shall keep an accurate account of all moneys received and ex- 
penditures incurred on the Union’s account, and shall present to the 
Board a monthly report, showing the condition of the finances; also, 
make a yearly report of the same to the Union. Inthe absence of the 
Treasurer, a member of the Finance Committee shall be appointed by 
the Board to act as Sub-treasurer. 


ARTICLE V. 


SECRETARIES. 


SECTION I. The Recording Secretary shall attend all meetings of the 
Board, keep all records and papers belonging to the Union; shall give 
notice of meetings, and preserve their records; shall receive and pre- 
serve the records of the meetings of the various committees; shall 
record the names of members present at the Board meetings, and read 
the minutes of the previous meeting. She shall have enrolled the names 
of the members of the Union with their full addresses, and shall prepare 
an annual report. 

Sect. 2. The Corresponding Secretary shall attend all meetings of 
the Board, and shall transmit, when necessary, all votes of the Board to 
the persons concerned. She shall conduct all the correspondence of the 
Union, keep a file of all letters received, and copies of important letters 
sent, and read at the meetings of the Board, if requested, whatever cor- 
respondence may have ensued since the former meeting. 


ARTICLE VI. 


STANDING COMMITTEES. 
Srcrion r. At the first meeting of the Board in each year, the Stand- 
ing Committees shall be appointed by the President, with the advice of 
the Board, who shall be under the authority and subject to the direction 
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of the whole Board; and the reports of the various committees shall be 
first in order at each regular meeting of the Board. 

SEcT. 2. The committees may appoint, subject to the approval and 
ratification of the Board, such sub-committees from among the members 
of the Union as they think necessary, provided, however, that each sub- 
committee, in its action, be subject to the Committee of the Board to 
which it is subordinate. 


SEcT. 3. The Standing Committees shall be constituted as follows :— 


1. Committee on Finance.— They shall have charge of the financial 
affairs of the Union, and shall, with the Treasurer, devise methods for 
securing funds, obtaining donations and assessments, investing the same, 
and superintending all disbursements. They shall audit the report of 
the Treasurer before it is submitted to the Union at the annual meeting. 

2. Gommittee on Social Affairs —They shall have the general charge of 
all matters pertaining to Hospitality, Agency of Direction, Library, 
Reading-room, and whatever work, miscellaneous or otherwise, comes 
within the scope of its purposes. 

3. Committee on Moral and Spiritual Development.—tIt shall be their 
duty to provide Courses of Lectures, Single Lectures, Conversations, and 
Public Meetings, and make such other arrangements as will best conduce 
to the interests of the union. 

4. Committees on Industries and Employment.—lIt shall be their duty to 
devise and adopt such industrial methods as shall be a true help for 
women, whereby their individual talents may be unfolded to profitable 
issues, either in the domain of Art, Science, Literature, Trade, Manufac- 
ture, Invention, Home Avocation, or whatever else offers to insure this 
end. 

5. Committees on Hygiene and Physical Culture-—They shall provide 
by means of illustrations, lectures, and other instructions, true and. sim- 
ple methods by which the Jaws of life may be best promoted. 

6. Committees on Education.—They shall seek to obtain and dissemi- 
nate true ideas affecting the higher questions of human interest, forming 
Lecture Bureaus, providing Courses of Lectures, Single Lectures, Con- 
versations, and classes, and making such other provisions as will best 
promote the educational interests of women. 

7- Committees on Protection.—It shall be the duty of these Committees 
to commend the legal and social rights of women to public attention, and 
endeavor to awaken a sentiment which shall be a sufficient guarantee 
that no wrong shall be unredressed and no right disregarded. 
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8. Committee on Printing.—It shall be the duty of this committee to 
take charge of whatever printing is authorized by the Board.
